the lawless, or such property an was lagltl-
mately Hable 1o eelzure; amd 1 never heard
of a violation of this confidence. 1 wak visit-
Ing at a Virginla plantation in 1404, In the
vieinity of Suffolk, when a sooulng party of
Yederals were known to be In the nelghbor-
hood. My host organized a pleket consisting
of thre: young colored men, nud bade me
rost mesured of timely notice should dhe
enemy approach the house. At the same time
Ishumy, the coachman, and his underlings
were sent off with the horees to a 'p'InFi! of
cotibtalment In the swamp hard by, Ran-
mus, the venerable butler (a gentleman of
the old ®chool In feelings and manners), was
given the family plate and jewelry and in-
wtruoted to select a secure place of conceal-
ment,  Meantime, Mammy Susan and  her
Pevy of mulatto malds hoyvered about thoir
young mistresscs as much alurmed apparently
a8 they; while out on the plazza the Nttle
darkeya wert huddled together In obvious
trepidation. Presently the carriers  came
rushing In—iheir cyes di!h-nded_nnd fapes
gray—to announce that “the Yankees Ia
eomin® rite roun' by the milL” It was a= |t
the whole household wau thoroughly of one
mind in regard to the approaching v.sitors
and looked upon them as the common enemy.
When some hours later the cavalcade de-
parted, not a member of the party was any
richer In plunder or horscflesh; and though
every servant about the place knew that |1
wihs n confederate officer, not a hint wns
given of my presence in the broad chimney
of the diuing room, where, aromatically
weapped In a vell of asparagus boughs, 1
filled but measurably the spacious fireplace.

Hyvon more notable was the falthful serv-
fee of the numerous slaves who acted as
hody servants of confederate officers in the
fleld. 1 had with me through ail the vivis-
witudes of four years of hard campalguing
a nogro boy belonging to my family, the
gon of two valued retainers, himself Jjurt
of my own age, and the playmate of my
wouthful days. Henry entered the army
with me at Norfolk in 1861, was at his post
continually until the retreat to Appomattox
in 1864, and then Aaid not desert, but was
captured. During that time he shared all
my bardships and most of my dangers.
At second Manassas 1 was wounded. Henry
came on the field and found me, brought
a lorse and carrled me off. At Petersburg
he would come on the lines three times a
day, crossing each time a fleld swept by
artillery and musketry, to bring my meals.
He¢ geemed to mind fire no more than the
most scasoned veteran in the command,
and took a pround Interest in our BuUoCess.
When he laft Petersburg I entrusted him
with several watches, which he hid in the
capaclous legs of his cavalry boots. He
wad  taken by Sheridan's cavalry while
asleep somewhere on that tollsome route
and deprived of his horse. However, when,
after tha surrender, I returned home as f
paroled soldier, Henry was the first person
to greet me on the threshold of the shell
battered house, and, after satisfying him-
gelf that 1 was really unhurt, he produced
Intact the watches and jewelry,

A FIGHT WITH APACHES.

The Hunlapl (pronounced Walapl) Apache
Indians were a terror to the settlers of
northern Arizona after the clvll war, mur-
dering everv human being In sight and burn-
Ing and destroying ranches, wayaying and
ambushing wagon loads of merchandise
belng carrled inte the territory for the army
commissarles and settlers, killing the driv-
ers, plundering the wagons and burning them
ulli running off the stock in the adjacent
mountains,

Captain Young (now Lieutenant colonel of
the Eighth United States cavalry) of the
Fourth cavalry was ordered by the com-
manding ofcer of Fort Mohave to pursue
A large band of these Apache Indians who
had committed atroclous murders, robbed
and plundered ranches and wagon trilns,
With forty men of his troop and Dan
O'Leary, a noted gulde and secout, a typleal
western frontlersman, and a train of piack
mules, with several days of provislons, says
the Nutlonnl Bivouac, he started In pursuit
of the blood-thirsty rascals,

Reaching the Huslapl valley on the morn-
ing of January 13, 1867, the captain, with a
portlon of the troop, numbering twenty-
three men, one meout and one packer, pro-
eeeded on thelr journey toward a pass in the
mountaing, and arriving there after a hard
and fatiguing journey, one of those deep,
narrow, rocky canyons was struck that are
#0 frequently met with in Arizona. In this
canyon the fresh trall of a war party of In-
dinns was discovergd-—unencumbered with
women or papooses—evidently bent on a
foray of blood and booty, after a rest from
thelr journey. Darkness coming on did not
prevent the troops from following up the
trail. The order was quickly given to dis-
mount, and the horses being left in the
charge of 4 small sqund of troopers, the rest
of the command, eseh loaded with 100
rounds of ammunition, followed their gal-
lant commander and O'Leary, the scout,
Jeading up the canyon,

The next morning the fresher tracks and
slgne were seen. Suddenly, without warning,
& bend to the right In the canyon brought the
Indlan racherio, under the shelter of xhelv-
Ing rocks, in view. Immadiately the com-
mand was given by Captaln Young, “File left,
double quick, deploy Into line!" The troopers
gallantly responded, thereby throwing them-
#gelves morosy the exit from the rancherie,
Behind and on both sides high and rugged
mountains prevented thely rapid escape [rom
the troopers’ deadly alm.

The boys no sooner formed the deploy line
than the Indians were roused, and they
poured a volléy Into our ranks, and as rapidly
nd they could they climbed the rugged moun-
tain sides, and dropp'ng behind rocks, re-
turned the troopers' hot fire,

The command, “Forward!” was given, and
a8 one man the boys followed In pursult up
the mountain sides. dropping behind rocks,
Indlan fushion, and turning over an Apache
now mnd then Uil darkness approached, when
the Indiane, having reached the top of the
mountains, attempted a flank movement to-
ward the rear of the troopers with the evl-
dent Intention of eapturing the horses of the
gommand In the rear.

The command was to retreat upen thelr
horses, and therefore they cutwitted the
Indlans.

The Indlans;, under Chief Cherum, num-
bered about 160, and they suffered a loss of
soventy-three killed and many wounded,

The Indlans got so severely thrashed In
this fight that & short time only elapeod be-
fore they sued and beggod for peace,

. SBAVED BY THE ENEMY.

I thine enemy hunger, feed him; If he
thirst, give him drink,'" is & text which found
many & fulfillment during our late war—on

sldes, The following example Is quote|
from the “History of the 106tk Pennsylvania
réglment.” and the ocourrence took place
after the battle of Fair Oaks, Such reminis-
pences oan do ncthln! but good.
* During the day Adjutant Plels asked Cap-
taln Ford to take a walk with him over the
fleld. They had not gone far, however, be-
fore the adjutant sald:

“I cannot stand ils; it malkes me slck to
see such terrible sights"

orn, while the groans of the wounded and

were agoniging to hear,

Loglon. "

“Then you know oach other.”

“Yen, he'n my boy' sald the old man;
“fo rell. badly wounded in the log, and 1
cams_to help him and wan hit mysell, |
have tied hin wound ap sa well as 1 can,
but we have both lost w0 much Blood that
I'm afrald we ean't stand It much longer.”

He then told how e had dragged his boy
t4 the tree, taken off his awn shirl and torn
It Into strips, tled up the wound ns well
ae he-could, and then had sat down, with the
boy's head In his lap, walting to be taken to
the howpital.

Thy eaptain explained that we had ouar
own wounded to look after first, and that an
goon an poasible he wonld recelve attention,

He th®n made his way back to the hospl-
tal and related the elreumstances to our sur-
gean, who gave him a stimulant to take o
them, Thenee he went to the pump; bit
here the guard was pleced to prevent any
but surgeons and nuarres from taking water,
At first they would not let Captain Ford
have any, but he =ald:

“T want this for n confederate: for a father
and #on tying out in the woods, both badly
wonnded, and perhaps dying.'*

The gusrd immediately filled the cup; and
accompanied by a nuree, whom the surgeon
had detalled to go with him, the captaln
returned to the woods,

Ralsing the hoy, he gave him hall the con-
tenth of the eup, and the old man Lthe re-
mainder. The father thanked him, and eald:
“Captailn, you have saved our lives, 1 did
not think a Yankee could be so kind."

BORN ON THE BATTLE FIELD.

There are many women in the country
who have the title of “Daughter of the Regl-
ment" beeause a chlld of some favorite
among hie comrades, but there s one of the
genulne article in Plttgburg, =ays the Press
of that elty, Over her birthplace shot and
ehell whooped a welcoms to her coming on
thelr errand of death, The camp where she
wan born was undér fire at the time, and the
firgt sound she heard was the soulsharrowling
nolse of battle. This “daughter of the regl-
mont"” now wears a gold badge, pregentel to
her by the BEighth Pennaylvanin reserves, In
which her father was a private soldler, The
badge has this Musteation upon it: *““Sophia
Jane Richardson. Eighth Pennsylvania Re-
gerves. Daughter of the Regiment. 1864."

The pecullar history of the owner of the
medal wtands without a parallel In the his-
tory of the civil war, 1In February, 1863,
the divigion of which the reglment was o
part was ordered for duty in the defen=e
of Washington, where thelr depleted ranks
could be filled, - In March, after the regl-
ment went into eamp at Upton's hill, near
Alexandria, the wife of Charles G, Richard-
gon, n private In company B, journeyed from
Pittsburg to see her husband, who had heen
with the reglment since 1861. She remalned
with him even after the divislon was or-
dered to the front. On January 16 the
“daoughter of the regiment'” was born,

On that day General Mosby, the famous
guerilla, mads a rild on Alexandria, about a
mile from the eamp. Mra. Richardson was
In the house of Philip Ratehfool, n rebel
who had been placed under guard, The
physiclans were attending her when the
alarm was given, Hack of the house there
was o hill upon which a union battery had
been planted,  Soon the camp became the
object of the attack, and as If to protect the
mother and child the great guns hegan
belching out flames, shell and shot, directing
their alm over the Ratchfoot house at the
advancing foe, During the henviest of this
artillery fire the child was born, Infantry
and cavalry charged down the hill past the
houge and beat the rebels back In disorder.

FOOLED THE YANKEES,

A slick blockade runner played
down on a United States gunboat by a
lnughable strategy, although the motive
which made it possible was highly ecredit-
able to the Amerlean tars. The blockade
runner trded to enter the Pamlico river,
but found a gunboat guarding the moulh
and preparing to give them a warm recep-
tion., Just then a common skiff left the
ghore, propelled by two negroes, who
shouted aloud for help. They were speedily
followed in a lghter craft by a white man
and two bloodhounds. The Yankee sailors
cheered the darkies, and a crew manned a
yawl to go to the aid of the escaping con-
trabands. Thereupon the white man aban-
doned the chase. But during the excite-
ment the blockade runner sped into the
river, around a bend, Into water too shal-

In Salt Lake City they name streeta as
nowhero else on earth., For general con-
fusion to & ncweomer no other system equals
It.

The street system of Salt Lake originates
at Temple square, wherein stands the taber-
nacle, the general agsembly hall and the
temple which was thirty-gix years in build-
ing, A wall ten or twelve feet high encloges
the square. The =strects nEping It were
named East Temple, Bouth Temple, Weit
Temple and North Temple.

BEast Temple street s the principal busi-
ness thoroughfare of the city, aud itk name
has been changed to Maln strest, The first
street south of wnd parallel to South’ Tem-
ple street s named First South  street.
Bast of Main streot it Is East First South
strect; west of Main street 1t js West Pirst
South street. The numbering of the howscs
begins at Maln street and runs esch way,
every houxe number having an I8 or a W ap-
pended, as 1201, Proceeding south each
streel that erogses Muain 1s numbered In rota-
tlon, Second South, Third Bouth, and so on,
all being farther divided into east and west,
Thoe same plan is followed north, eust and
west of the temple, and at a certain orossing
the streets running north and scuth are di-
vided for numbering, and each wing ls glven
Its prefix of narth or gouth, When you start
out to find a number on East Bl South
dtreet the same number on Bouth FPifth East
won't do at all, and if you are trying to find
your way from a remote place on North
Twaellth Wast street to an Indefinite number
un East Bixth south, between Bouth Eighth
Kast and South Ninth Rast, you would o
well to start before dark and keep perfectly
sober. Boxing the compass is child's play by
comparison.

The unscrupu-
lcus mpeculator who rises to enormous wealth
by swindling his nelghbor; the capitalist who
oppresses the workingman; the agitator who
wrongs the workingman yet more deeply by
trylng to teach him to rely not upon himseif,
but partly upon the charity of Individuals
or of the state, and partly upon mob
violence; the man in publle life who {8 a
demagogue or corrupt, and the newspaper
writer who falls to attuck him because of
hig corruption, or who slanderously assalls
him when he I8 honest; the political leader,
who, cursed by some obliquity of moral or of
mental viglon, seeks to produce sectional or
soclal strife—all these, though Important in
thelr day, have hitherto falled to leave any
leeting fmpress upon the lfe of the natlon,
The men who have profoundly Influenced
the growth of our national character have
been In most cases precisely those men
whose Influence was for the best and was
strongly felt as antagonistic to the worst
tendency of the age. The great writers, who
have written In prose or verse, have done
much for wus, The great orators whose
burning words on behalf of lberty, of union,
of honest government, have rung through
our legislative halls, have dome even more.
Most of all hag been done by the men who
have spoken to us through deeds and not
words, or whose words have gathered thelr
espicial charm and significance because they
came from men who did speak in deeds, A
natlon's greatness les In s possibllity of
nchlevement in the present, and nothing
helps It more than the consclousness of
nchievement In the past,
